The ship flying from Chicago to 
W ashington on a murky, rainswept 
course, went silent late yesterday 
after m aking a routine radio ex­ 
change w ith a station at M artlns- 
burgh, W. Va.

More Precious Than Gold 
Gloria Jean, a y oung singer from Holly wood, has 
been entertaining English audiences with a series of 
recitals. Recently , for singing a musical setting of 
"The Lord's Pray er." she was severely criticized by 
some British papers for using the line, “Forgive us our 
debts " The implication was that it was too topical for 
comfort. 
The English must be suffering from postwar fatigue 
if they are so sensitive to imagined slights What has 
become of their famed trait of equanimity and their 
delightful sense of humor? For, contrary to an opln 
Ion held by many Americans, they have a rare sense 
©f humor, as is evidenced by their literature. 
England had better tak e stock of Itself and sec that 
Its sense of humor Is preserved; and that includes the 
ability to tak e k idding (American slang). A sense of 
humor is more precious than shiploads of Scotch 
whisk y , gold tngots, oil fields. 
It’s one of the traits 
that made the British empire groat. Lack of it Is one 
of the reasons the Germans are in their present plight. 
They never learned to tak e time out for a laugh. 


Copper's Gelling Scarce 
While some industrialists ponder impending short­ 
ages of iron and oil, the United States is close to cop­ 
per exhaustion 
C. Donald Dallas, of Revere Copper & Brass, pre­ 
dicts the crises will be on us 
In 10 y ears. "It is start­ 
ling, even shock ing, to realize,” he say s, "that 
in the 
United States today there Is no stock pile of copper, a 
material as essential to defense as iron or rubber or 
petroleum You can't sail a sub or fly a plane without 
copper—and we haven't got it ” 
The demand for copper has been tremendous through 
the war eru und continues so because of a huge back ­ 
log of peacetime needs. After the back log Is filled, 
some hope the demand will drop considerably , but 
eveu so our copper mines would not be good for more 
than 10 to 15 additional y ears. 
Perhaps the day is near when lack luster zinc pen­ 
nies again replace copper ones; or perhaps pennies 
will disappear altogether, play ing, as they « do, such a 
minor part in our present price sy stem.
